A Commendable Policy. 
The Department of iducation is 
making a new departure in policy| 


which deserves publie attention) 
and merits approval.

teacher’s certificate. 

No doubt there is a_ certain! 
amount of risk involved, and it is 
likely enough that some of the 
borrowers will not repay. But the 
amount loaned to the individual is 
not large; and men and women 
who aspire to become school 
teachers are not the kind who de- 
velop into dead beats. No alarm 
need therefore be felt as to the 
monetary risk. . 

The advantages of the scheme 
are readily apparent. It will ap- 
peal only to men and women who 
wish to qualify to earn a living 
for themselves in a most import- 
ant calling, and who might other- 
wise be barred from doing so. 
This, surely, is a class of young 


people who deserve encourage 
ment,

good school teachers are likely to 
be drawn. The boy or girl who 
has grit enough to persevere de- 
spite lack of funds, and to borrow 
the money to qualify for a desir- 
ed vocation, is very likely to make 
good in that vocation if it can be 
done by patient application and 
industry.
